Initiation 

Subject: Initiation ofanti-dumpingmvestigations concemingimportof Ceftriaxone Sodium Sterile origiiiating 

in or exported from China PR. 

F, No. 14/18/2006-DGAD.—^Whereas M/s- Aurobindo Pharma Ltd., Hyderabad, (hereinafter referred to as the 
Applicant) has ked an application before the Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as this Authority) in a<^rdance 
with the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 as amended in 1995 and Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and ColI6ction of 
Anti-Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995 (hereinafter referred as Rdes), 
alleging dumping of Oftriaxone Sodium Sterile (heitinafter referred to as subject good), originating in or exported from 
China PR, (hereinafter referred to as subject country) and requested for initiation of Anti-Dumping investigations or evy 
of anti-dumping duties on the subject goods, . 

And, whereas, the Authority finds that sufficient prima facie evidence of dunging of the subject ^oods from the 
subject country, injury to the domestic industry and causal links between the dumping and injury exist, the Authon^ 
hereby initiates an investigation into the alleged dumping, and consequent injury to the domestic industry, in terms ot the 
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Rules 5 of the said Rules, to determine the existence, degree and ellect o{ alleged durnpir.ii, in any, and to recommend the 
amount of antidumping duty, which if levied would be adequate to remove ihe inj urv lo the domestic industry. 


2. Product under consideration 


The product under investigation, as requested by the applicant, js ( eftriaxone Sodium Sterile, also known as 
Ceftriaxone Oisodium Hemiheptahydratc-Sterilc ((. lbH16N8Na207S3.3l,2!I2O). 1 his a third generation parenteral 
Cephalosporin Antibiotic. Predominantly ‘Ceftriaxone Sodium Sterile' is an active pharmaceutical ingredient (API) used for 
the formulation of filling the injection for intriiveiiou.s or intramuscular tidinimslratton. 1 he product mainly used for the- 
diseases like lower respiratory infection tract inlection, skin and skin structure infection, fielvic inflammatory disease, intra 
abdominal infection, uncomplicated gonorrhea infection and surgical prophylaxi.s- 

This product is classified under Customs Heading 2941 and 2942 of the first schedule of the Customs Tariff Act. 
1975. The relevant eight digit level classifications arc 2941.9090 and 2942.0090. 

3. Like article 

The applicant has claimed that there is no significant difference between the [iTiiducis manufactured by them and 
the subject goods imported from the subject country, which can have any impact on price, usage, quality etc. The applicant 
also claims that there is no material difference in the production process between the petitnmer and exporters from China 
Therefore, for the purpose of present investigation, the goods produced bv the petitioner are being treated as Like 
Articles of the product imported from the subject country wdthin the meaning of the Rules, supra. 

4. Domestic industry and Standing 

The application has been filed by \I,s. Aurobindo Pharma Ltd., llvderahad Anelhra Pradesh, India one of the 
major producers of the subject goods in India. Ihe Authority notes that there are oilier small producers of the subject 
goods in India i.e. M/s. Orchid Chemicals, Chennai; M./s. Lupin Lib, MP; M s. Nectar I .ile Science, Chandigarh and M/s. 
Kopran Ltd. Mumbai. It has been brought to the notice of the Authority that .M s. Orchid Chemicals is a 100% EOU and has 
imported the subject goods during the POl and therefore, do noi qualify lo be considered as a domestic industry in terms 
of Rule 2(b) of the Rules. On the basis of the estimated capacities and production volunies ol other domestic prtiducers, the 
applicant commands a major proportion of the production of the subject goods in India, 1 hcrefore, the Authority holds that 
for the purpose of this investigation the applicant M/s. Aurobindo ITarma Ltd, commands the standing in terms of Rules 
5(3) and constitutes the domestic industry in terms ol Rules 2(b). The Autnority nia\ hc!\\i.\'-,.T. call information from other 
known domestic producers for injury and injury margin determination. 

5. Normal value 

The applicant has requested that China PR may' he treated as a Non-.VIarkci Tc'inomy in terms of 8(1) & (2) of 
Annexure 1 of the Rules. Theretore, Normal value in respect ol China PR has been e-'-Timated in terms of Para 7 of Annexurc 
1 of the Rules on the basis of Non-market economy presumption againsl that couniry. subject lo rebuttal of the above 
presumption by individual exporters. The Authority may however, notily an appropriate ‘bird country, in the due course 
for the purpose of determination of normal value in China PR in terms of the above provisiun. 

6. Export price 

Y^he export price of individual products has been estimated on ilic basis nt uala ciulccicd from secondary data 
sources after adjusting the sqme for airfreight and insurance. 

7. Dumping margin 

On the basis of positive evidence placed by the applicants hclore the Authoiitv it ajrpears that the Normal Value 
of the subject goods in the subject country is significantly higher than the net export jrricc to India,' indicating prima facie 
that the subject goods are being dumped in the Indian market by exporters from the .subject country. The dumping margin 
so estimated, is positive and above dc minimis. 

8. Injury and causal link 

The applicant has furnished information on volume and value ol dumped imports ii oiu the subject country and various 
. .parameters relating to injury to the domestic industry, on account of the product under consideration. Parameters, such as 
increase in volume of imports both in absolute terms and in relation to the demand of the iiroducts, loss in market share, price 
undercutting and underselling. Price depression, profitability and cash loss in the inanulacturing of subject goods, prima 
facie indicate that the dumped import of the subject goods from the subject country has injured the Domestic Industry. 

In addition to the claim of material injury, tlie applicant has also made a cl.'iuri cd thri'ai ol injurv on the grounds 
that there is a significant rate of increase of dumped imports from the subject country; a\;ulabiiiiy of freely disposable 
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capacities in the country of export which is evident from the rate of increase in exports within a short time; and sharp 
decline in prices of the subject goods resulting in significant price effects. 

9. Procedure 

(a) Countries/Territories involved: Peoples Republic of China 

(b) Period of investigation (POI) : The period of investigation (POI) for the purpose of 

1-10-2005 to 30-9-2006. The injury investigation period will however, cover the period 2003-04,200 - , 

2005-06 and the POI. 

(c) Submission of information : The exporters in the subject Country, the Government of Peoples Republic of 
China, through its embassy in India, the importers and users in India known to be concerned and the 
domestic industry are requested to submit relevant information in the form and manner prescribed and to 
make their views known to the :

Any other interested party may also make its submissions relevant to the investigation in the prescribed form 

and manner within the time limit set out below. ^ 

(d) Time limit : Any information relating to the present investigation shopld be sent in writing so as to reach 
the Authority at the address mentioned above not later than forty (40) days from the date of publication of 
this notification. The known exporters and importers, who are being addressed separately, are however, 
required to submit the information within (40) forty days from the date of the letter addressed to them. 

(e) Submission of information on Non«confidential basis: In terms of Rule 6(7), of the Rules the interested 
parties are required to submit non-confidential summary of any confidential information provided to the 
Authority and if in the opinion of the party providing such information, such information is not susceptible 
to summarization, a statement of reason thereof is required to be provided. In case where an interested party 
refuses access to, or otherwise does not provide necessary information within a reasonable period, or 
significantly impedes the investigation, the Authority may record its findings on the basis of the facts 
available to it and make such recommendations to the Central Government as deemed fit. 

(f) Inspectionof public file : Any interested party may inspect the public file containing non-confidential 
version of the evidence submitted by other interested parties in terms of Rules 6(7).
